ing has been 
comfortably installed

first, and the machinery was worked 
full blast for a number of weeks be- 
fore the building was completed. 


The mill building is 60x200 feet, is 


built of brick and is perfectly fire- 
proof. 


The Reno Mill and Lumber Company 


is one of the largest employers of la- 
bor in this city. It has from 90 to 100 
men constantly on its payroll . Of this 
number about 50 are employed In the 
mill and yard here while the balance 
are at the band mill on the Sierra Val- 
leys railroad. The men in the planing 
•mill are now working ten hours a day 
and three delivery wagons are kept 
going constantly but the company is 
yet unable to get ahead of Its orders.

Within a radius of very few 
miles from Reno a number of sawmills 
are in operation and in this city there 
are two planing mills capable of pro- 
ducing anything in that line.
